STATE HAY CALL EVEYLN 


But She Will Not Be Allowed to Re- 


but Any of Her Testimony 


Given Before. 


New York, March S—Lawyer Del- 


mas today outflanked Jerome and tha 
latter was compelled to sue for an 
armistice to enable him to re-arrange 
his plan of fight in the Thaw trial. 


Jerome'was "stumped" by the 


sudden change of front of the de- 
fense in resting its case today though 
the change was characteristic of Del- 
mas. 
In releasing the experts, Drs. 


Wagner and Evans w ithout their 
mentioning Thaw's present 
mei.tal 


condition, Delmas surprised the pros- 
ecu ti'on. When Delmas today made 
the formal announcement, "The, de- 
fense rests," Jerome could only ex- 
plain to the court that the sudden- 
nes sof the move had left him unpre- 
pared, and that he had no witnesses 
at command. 


It had been expected that Delmas 


would fight against any 
postpone- 


ment to give the district 
attorney 


time to prepare his case anew, but, 
Delmas consented to an adjournment 
until Monday without a protest. To 
regain the ground he has lost, Jer- 
ome has determined it is understood 
to drag to the stand, some of Harry, 
Thaw's own friends. 


Prisoner's wife will be forced to 


assume the position of appearing as 
the prosecutor's witness, 
although 


Jerome cannot attempt to make her 
•'rebut" her own testimony. 


May Mackenzie, Evelyn 
Thaw's 


closest friend, and the Countess of 
Yarmouth, Thaw's sister, are also to 
be witnesses for the state. Just what 
•Jerome hopes to draw from such un- 
willing witnesses it is hard to guess. 
It is reported that Evelyn has been 
subpoenaed for Monday and will be 
asked to Identify a letter of Howard 
Nesbit's which 
figures in the p^o- 


ceedmgs." Jerome is also understood 
to hav» served a subpoena on her to 
bring to court all the letters of Stan- 
ford White in her possession. 


May Mackenzie is expected to ba 


the first witness 
on Monday. She 


knows more about 
Evelyn 
Thaw's 


life previous to her marriage, than 
any one else. 
She will probably be 


a hard witness for Jerome to handle. 
Jerome wants Thaw s sister to testify 
about facts relating to the story oL 
Thaw and Evelyn in England. Thaw 
is vexed at the delay and abuses Jer- 
ome. 
Evelyn took 
lunch with him 


today. 


In case of the acquittal of Thaw it 


is stated a verdict could be returned 
in one of three forms: 


First, not guilty; second, not guilty 


on the ground of insanity at the tima 
of the act; third, not guilty on the 
ground of insanity. 
On either of the 


first two forms, Thaw would be set 
free. 
With a verdict of the 
third 


lorm, Thaw would be left in the cus- 
tody of the court and it would become 
the justice's duty to commit him to 
an asylum. Before 
determining the 


institution of confinement, the court 
could confer with Thaw's family as to 
the best place to send him. 


New York March S.—The decisior 


Of Harry K Thaw's lawyers to close 
their case without calling any more 
witnesses surprised no one more than 
It did District Attorney Jerome. The 
district attorney, expecting that the 
session would be devoted to the ex- 
amination of more experts, devoted 
much time to preparing for them. 
When he received word that the de- 
fense had decided to rest its case, 
he was more or less puzzled. 


The decision of defense to rest ita 


-case came after conference of Thaw's 
lawyers in Mr. Delmas' office. Law- 
yers Daniel O'Reilly and Gleason were 
•with Mr. Delmas during the discus- 
sion as to the best course to pursue. 
When an agreement was reached Mr. 
Delmas immediately notified the dis- 
trict attorney. Henry Clay McPike, 
associated 
with Mr. Delmas, later 


called at 
Mr. Jerome's 
office and 


handed the district attorney a letter. 
He refused to discuss the situation. 


The close of the defense ^as *I(.h 


the testimony of Mrs. William Thaw, 
mother of the defendant, and it was 
said by Thaw's counsel that no better 
climax could have been reached bv 
the defense. Thaw himself has con- 
curred in the decision of the attor- 
neys. 


District Attorney Jerome was asked 


how long the case would last 
"It 


seems to me that the evidence should 
all be In by Wednesday," he replied. 
"Then by giving the defense one day 
for the closing address and allowing 
me the same amount of time, the case 


should go to the jury some time on 
Friday of next week." 


"Will you go to the jury with the 


case or will you ask for a commission 
in lunacy?" 
"On the evidence as it 


now stands, I will certainly go to the 
jury," replied the district attorney. 
"If there is nothing between society 
and any one who wishes to attack it 
but a 'brain storm,' we had better go 
back to the days of the frontier and 
every man take out a pistol permit." 


It is known that Mr. Delmas is 


fcusfly at work on a hypothetical ques- 
tion which will be propounded to the 
experts tor the state. Mr. Jerome's 
next move is awaited with interest. 
There are numerous witnesses that 
could be called in rebuttal, including 
alienists for the state who have been 
in court every day since the trial 
opened, studying Thaw. Howard Nes- 
bit, a brother of Mrs. Harry K. Thaw; 
May MacKenzie and others have been 
on call daily and may be summoned. 


It is understood that the defense 


will attempt to conclude its cross-ex- 
amination speedily, dealing very brief- 
ly with the alienists. How long Mr. 
Jerome will take on rebuttal is an- 
other question of importance. The 
case may close with this rebuttal, al- 
though the defense has a chance for 
sur-rebuttal. On good authority it was 
said that Delmas would sum up for 
Thaw. This too has been a question 
under discussion. 


Mr. O'Reilly of Thaw's counsel gave 


out a letter which he said had been 
received by Thaw last month, and 
which Thaw himself desired publish- 
ed. Thaw, however, refused to per- 
mit the name of the writer to be made 
known. The letter says: "Dear Sir— 
It is wrong that nothing is done to 
counteract the impression that Mr. H. 
K. Thaw has lived apart from good 
associations except at his home in 
Pittsburg. I hesitated in sending this 
information, as his lawyers should 
dispel this bad feeling. Instead they 
seem to pay attention to nothing be- 
yond his right in the trial. Mr. H. K. 
Thaw has not only learned friends and 
scientific friends, but also others of 
the most conservative society. When 
last his mother was abroad he gave 
dinners for her at which he met all 
the best elements of society in town. 
The prime minister, the grand master 
of the court and their wives and the 
head of the best old Roman families. 
In Paris and London and other places 
he made her visit agreeable in the 
same manner. Mrs. William Thaw 
would seldom leave her home and her 
philanthropic interests in Pittsburg, 
but I knew of one occasion when,she 
was present at a large dinner where 
the oth*r guests were well-known 
New Yorkers."

nappers of his child, according to a 
rumor in circulation here today. It 
is said that the letter demands a big 
ransom and the withdrawal immedi- 
ately of the rewards for the kidnap- 
pers. It is said that the 
child is 


quite safe, but that the letter con- 
tains a veiled threat of what will hap- 
pen to him if the money is not forth- 
coming. 
Much mystery attaches to 


the letter. Dr. Marvin denies haying 
received it, and the police decline to 
discuss it. There is the best reason 
for believing, however, that the let- 
ter has been received and the police 
are working to trace it before any 
publicity is given the matter. It ia 
said the kidnappers are now hiding 
in New Jersey. 


Having scoured every foot of terri* 


lory within several miles of his home 
at Kitts Hammock, the searchers are 
today turning their efforts towards 
the Delaware bay, and a dozen craft 
are searching for a mysterious sloop 
on which the child is now believed to 
have been spirited away.

tnat did not react, had been added to 
the herd Just a few weeks before. 


Where did the disease 
originate? 


There sterns only one possible conclu- 
sion; it v/as introduced with the pur- 
chase of ,the two cows in March, 1902. 
From''that time until the test was 
made, in the fall of 1905, a period of 
a little more than three years, a herd 
that averaged less than twenty-four 
animals during that time suffered a 
loss of eight cows through 
death, 


three animals evidently sick, and most 
of the other animals more or 
visibly affected with the disease. 


After the test all of the reacting 


cows were destrovedi; autopsies on the 
carcasses proved the correctness of 
the diagnosis. 


All of the condemned animals wer3 


appraised, averaging in value $.52.27. 
We can now figure out. without much 
trouble, what it cost to have tuber- 
culosis in this herd for a period of 
three years. Assuming the value of 
(he animals that died to be the same 
as the average of the herd, eight times 
$32,2-7 gives us $258.16, in addition to 
the loss of three :mlmals in an ,aa- 
vanced stage of the disease, and tho 
balance cf the held, with the exception 
of a single animal^ infected with tu- 
berculosis. 


All of this uould have been avoided 


had the tuberculin test been resorted 
to in nme. 


With a Board of Live Stock Com- 


missioners that will test dairy herds 
at the expense of the state, thus en- 
abling the owner to da'ect the diseases 
in its fiist stages when there is yet i 
possibility of saving the healthy por- 
tion of the herd, and with state laws 
that provide for liberal compensation 
for the loss of animals condemned by 
the Boaid of Live Stock Commission- 
ers, what excuse has -the intellgent 
dairyman for permitting disease to cut 
into his profits and .to contaminate 
and make dangerous the milk supply 
of towns and cities?-

railroad, issued a statement concern- 
ing the railway situation. He said: 


"I am ready to make the advance- 


ment of a scheme of co-operation be- 
tween the government and the rail- 
ways my chief interest. We men 
at 
the 
head 
of the 
great cor- 


porations are coming to a better un- 
derstanding of what the government 
expects of us," he continued. "We 
are getting the point of view of the 
administration. I am of the opinion 
that the administration is beginning 
to realize that it has been a little too 
radical in its attitude toward the rail- 
roads, and I look to see its opposition 
take on more of the spirit of co-oper- 
ation. I'm more than willing to give 
support to such a process of enlight- 
enment. I'm ready to make the ad- 
vancement of such a scheme of co- 
operation my chief interest. 
Surely 


there could be few conditions imagin- 
able that would be of wider public 
benefit than to eliminate hostile fric- 
tion. 


"Railroad managers 
have. I am 


willing to admit, in part neglected to 
build up a strong, harmonious rela- 
tionship between themselves and with 
the government and the public. This 
matter had been left to subordinate 
officers, and the result has been that 
such relations have been completely 
neglected. Now we must take the 
matter in our own hands in order to 
bring about a better understanding 
and co-operation. When one consid- 
ers what the railroads have done to 
develop this nation we can not be- 
lieve that the railroads have been 
anything but beneficial to the nation. 
'Combination really is beneficial to the 
public. The public may think other- 
wise, but it will learn the real truth 
in time. That time will come sooner 
if combinations are legalized. I be- 
lieve in control and regulation, as I 
declared before the interstate com- 
merce commission, but I think within 
the limit of such control corporations 
ought to be allowed to combine ,as 
they find it necessary or beneficial." 


Restrictive legislation, Mr. Harri- 


man thought, must tend to reduce div- 
idends unless met in some other way. 
The fact is plain, he said, that there 
is a lack of confidence by capital. He 
cited the price paid by the New York, 
New Haven & Hartford Railroad com- 
pany for its recent loans in France. 
As to the money outlook, Mr. Harri- 
man said that the present tension is 
bound to react on industrial co-oper- 
ation. "I know in a general way of 
an all-round movement to reduce sup- 
plies. That's common sense," he said. 
"As for our own roads, we are mak- 
ing our business more compact and 
trying to conduct traffic at less cost. 
We may have to come to higher 
freight rates."

Pension Roles Tinder the 


New Law. 


Already it is apparent that the old 


soldiers will not be backward in tak- 
ing advantage of a law that gives 
them a pension upon proof of honor- 
able discharge ninety days of service 
and age. The day following the ap- 
proval of the act and before official 
notice of the fact that the law was in 
operation 
had reached the Commis- 


sioner of Pensions fifty applications 
for pensions tinder the new law were 
leceived. The next day these appli- 
cations were trebled and the 
third 


day almost four 
hundred 
applica- 


tions from various States in the Union 
were filed. Sines then these applica- 
tions have come in at the rate of be- 
tween 3,000 and -1,000 a day. It .vill 
not be such an easy ma*ter, appar- 
ently, for soms of the old soldiers to 
prove themselves eligible under the 
law lor the matter of age will prove 
a stumbling block to many. Unless 
one stops to think of i*. it never oc- 
curs how difficult it is to prove one's 
age. 
\Vith the family and 
church 


ru-ords existing it might be eompr.ra- 
tively easy but in all cases Mich rco- 
crds are not available. Af all e\ents 
the soidier must prove his age ab- 
solutely and this is going to be a 
difficult matter for some of the vet- 
erans these long years after their ser- 
vice and their discharge. At the pre- 
sent rate of application, it is believed 
that practically every survivor of the 
Union anry will eventually get on 
the pension roll.
